Haniie- 
brink, chief of the lire depart­ 
ment. "Automobiles are supposed 
to draw up to the curb and slop 
when they see the engine coming 
and aid In every way to prevent 
congestion and keep the i ight-of- 
way clear. When making a run 
to a fire the truck is driven as fast 
as possible and It is impossible to 
try to dodge around automobiles 
on the road. There is a state law 
forbidding traffic of any kind to 
pans In front or out into side 
streets wheii thu fire engine la 
seen coming down the street," con­ 
tinued Mr. Hannebrlnk.

Two more wells were added to the production list dur­ 
ing the past week when the Chanslor-Canfield Midway drillers 
brought in Del Amo No. 4 and No. G. . Del Amo No. 4 was 
brought in Wednesday and made better 'than 500 barrels. The 
gravity-was believed to be around 
twenty. It is an offset to the 
Chanslor-Canfield Midway's Tor­ 
rance No. 2. Del Amo No. 6 is 
making about 116 barrels and the 
gravity of the oil is eighteen. It 
offsets the Petroleum Midway's 
Cravens No. 1 and is on the out­ 
skirts of Redondo.

The daily production of the field, 
with nine wells flowing and six­ 
teen on the pump, is approximately 
6000 barrels. This amount is ex­ 
pected to be doubled within the 
next thirty days, when the five 
wells east of production and now 
in the oil sand are brought in. 
These wells are the Hub's Smith 
No. 1 and Frier No. 1; Gilmore No. 
1 and the Chanslor-Canfield Mid­ 
way's Torrance No. 6 and No. 7.

The casing is now being pulled 
in Smith No. 1 preparatory to deep­ 
ening the well. It was put on pro­ 
duction four weeks ago but the 
water was not shut off success­ 
fully and will be drilled to 3800 
feet. It was completed originally 
at 3G08. Drilling since then has 
shown that the well should have 
been about 200 feet deeper to get 
maximum production. The well 
made 1500 barrels a day when first
